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Easy CD Creator 4.x Installation Guide 


These instructions are designed to enable you to install Easy CD Creator 4.0x under Windows 95, 98, 
NT4, 2000 or ME. 


Starting from Version 4.0 or 4.01

How to Install Easy CD Creator 4.00 or 4.01 and Update it to the Latest Version 
(Applies to all Windows versions) 


1. If you have Internet Explorer 5.5 installed, please download and apply the .REG patch 
ecdc_v402x_ie55_reg-up.reg, available here (otherwise the installation will fail because that 
version of Explorer is not recognized by our installer). 

2. From the Start menu, select FIND, and then FILES or FOLDERS. Search for 
ACMWRAPPERSERVER.DLL and ACMWRAPPER.DLL, searching all drives and sub-directories. 
(These files would be installed as part of our plug-ins for Windows Media Player or Real Jukebox.) 
If you find these files (either or both), rename them to ACMWRAPPERSERVER.BAK and 
ACMWRAPPER. BAK. 

3. If you are offered more than one language option when you insert your Easy CD Creator 
installation disc, go to step 5. 

4. If you have Easy CD Creator 4.00 and you have more than 8Gb of free space on the drive or 
partition where Windows is installed, please create TEMP directories and fill up space in these 
until less than 8Gb of free space remains on that disk or partition. (A quick way to do this is to 
copy all the files on the Easy CD Creator installation disc into your temp directories!) 

5. Install Easy CD Creator 4.0x, using the default location. If you choose a custom installation, be 
sure to include the menu system in your installation. (If the menu system is not included, many 
future updaters will fail.) 

6. If you had to perform Step 4, you can now remove those TEMP directories. 

7. Download and apply the appropriate 4.02 updater (Standard or Deluxe, in the language of your 
original Easy CD Creator) from here. 

8. Only after you have updated to version 4.02 can you use the more recent updaters (also available 
here) to bring your software fully up to date. 


Note: With some recorders, it is important to run all of the updaters, one after the other, without ever 
starting Easy CD Creator. 


How to Install Easy CD Creator 4.02 and Update it to the Latest Version 
(Applies to all Windows versions) 


1. If you started from ECDC 4.00 or 4.01 and have already updated to 4.02 please go to step 4. 

2. From the Start menu, select FIND, and then FILES or FOLDERS. Search for 
ACMWRAPPERSERVER.DLL and ACMWRAPPER.DLL, searching all drives and sub-directories, 
(These files would be installed as part of our plug-ins for Windows Media Player or Real Jukebox.) 
If you find these files (either or both), rename them to ACMWRAPPERSERVER.BAK and 
ACMWRAPPER. BAK. 

3. If you are offered more than one language option when you insert your Easy CD Creator 
installation disc, go to step 5. 
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4. Install Easy CD Creator 4.02, using the default location. If you choose a custom installation, be 
sure to include the menu system in your installation. (If the menu system is not included, many 
future updaters will fail.) 

5. You can also use the more recent updaters (available here) to bring your software fully up to 
date. 


Note: With some recorders, it is important to run all of the updaters, one after the other, without ever 
starting Easy CD Creator. 


About Windows ME 


If you are using Windows ME, and your original Easy CD Creator installation CD is for version 4.00 or 
4.01, you may find that after installation your recorder is not detected, even if it is listed as supported 
in the Recorder Support database. 


To determine which version of Easy CD Creator Deluxe you've purchased: 


1. Look on the left side of the original box, at the bottom in the black box, it will state "Windows 
95/98/NT4.0/2000." 

2. If you only have the CD, insert the CD and the Autorun.inf should start the installation process. 
Close the install by pressing "Exit", Open Windows Explorer, under the drive letter for your CD- 
ROM drive it will show "Ecdc_402(X:).” 

3. If the above is not listed correctly, you can also look at the details of any file on the CD; if it is 
listed as 4:02 AM, it is the 4.02 version. 


If any of the above is listed as anything other than 4.02, you may not be able to use this software in 
Windows ME, even with the updates. 


If you have Easy CD Creator 4.00/4.01 Deluxe and are unable to install it under Windows ME, please 
contact us for assistance (a Deluxe TSID will be required). If you have 4.01 Standard (bundled) please 
contact the manufacturer who bundled it. 


About DLL Conflicts 


Why They Happen 


Like many software programs, Easy CD Creator 4.0x was developed in MSVC++ 6, so it makes 
extensive use of MFC42.DLL, MSVCIRT.DLL, and MSVCRT.DLL. So do many other programs, and they 
will often install their own versions of these DLLs in their own directories. Unfortunately, not all the 
different versions of these DLLs are compatible with the various programs that use them. 


When a program is started up and Windows tries to load a DLL into memory, it first looks in the 
program's working directory, then in \WINDOWS\SYSTEM, and loads whichever version it finds first. 
That version of the .DLL remains in memory until the system is rebooted. So you may end up using with 
our software a version of one of these DLLs that came with some other software - and we can't 
guarantee good results. 


How to Cure Them 


The solution for this problem is simple, if slightly time-consuming, and is worth doing as it makes your 
system more stable: 


1. Go to the Start menu and select FIND, then FILES or FOLDERS. Search for MFC42.DLL, searching 
all drives and sub-directories. 

2. Right-click on each copy of the file, look at its Properties, and write down the version number. 

3. When you have checked them all, place the highest version number of the file in 
\WINDOWS\SYSTEM (if it is not there already): 
Right-click on the latest version and click on CUT. 
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Oo Double-click on My Computer, double-click on C (if that is where you have Windows 
installed). 

© Double-click on WINDOWS. (If prompted by a link to display the files, click on that link.) 

© Double-click on SYSTEM. 

© Click on PASTE. 


4. Rename the remaining copies to MFC42.BAK, including any in your Adaptec/Roxio installation 
directories. 


5. Repeat the above for MSVCIRT.DLL and then MSVCRT.DLL 
About IDE Recorders 


Many issues with IDE recorders can be resolved by installing the recorder as secondary master with 
DMA off. This may require that you download updated drivers, which can be found in the chipset 
support/drivers sections of the ALi, Intel and VIA Web sites. These drivers may also help with some USB 
issues. 
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
